SPECULATION. ‘ 

After several petitions had been presented against'the Equitable Loay 
Bill, aad Lord Lauperpace had spoken against it,—the Earl of Lives. 
POOL observed, that speculations had been extended to a most extraordi. 
nary and dangerous degree; but those who engaged in them, did it a 
their own peril. There was every prospect of the continuation uf peace 
bat no one could answer for events ; aad.if an apprehension of war shanld 
arise, the value of money would be greatly affected. It could not, how- 
ever, be too widely kuown, that Ministers would not listen to any clamours 
or claims for relief, growing out of any change in the value of money — 
The Lorgp Cuancetton said, he felt a difficulty in introducing a law 
upon the sabject, and had been much occupied; bat he thought those 
persons ill-advised who engaged in the speculations alluded to. 

The Garden Protection Bill was passed. 

THE CLERGY. 

The Bishop of Batu and We Ls presented a petition against the Catho. 
lie Claims, from the Arciideacon and Clergy of the Archdeaconry of Faun. 
ton, and observed, that the objections made to the petitions of the Clergy 
had been both personal and illiberal.—Lord Darxuay remarked, that 
some of the clerical petitions,—that from Ely, ‘for instance,;—coutained 
statements equally antrue and uncharitable —Lord Kine aoticed . various 
violent charges brought by the Clergy against the Catholics, and alluded 
to the Bishop of London’s Charge to his Clergy, in which he told them 
to encourage in their flocks ‘* a prostration of mind and spirit,” as the 
temper most suitable to Christianity !—Lord Cartnorre was of Opiuion, 
that the petitions of the Clergy exhibited a character of intolerance not 
copsistent with moderation, kindness, or justice ; and that they did uo 
credit to the Charch of Engiand.—Similer petitions were then presented 
from the Rural Dean and Clergy of Gloucester, and from the Dean and 
Chapter of UChester,—wlien the Bishop of Cuesrer conipluined of the 
, repeated attacks ‘made in that Hoase on the Clergy, whieh he thought 
should be'distonfinued ; and he added, that the Bishops ‘held their seats 
there by a8 strong a tenure as any of their Lordships, and were a body 
of men whom they would find it their interest to protect! (Hear, hear !)— 
Lord Kixt observed, ‘that so long as the Church of England encouraged 
pluralities and otliér shamefal aliases, he could not be its friend ; and that 
the Clergy provoked the sarcasms complained of by their ‘encouragement 
and avowal of bigétry, at varidiice with the spirit of the age.—The Lorp 
CHancetor contended, that the Church of Eaghaud had oly ‘done its 
duty, in aagfully stating their feclings and apprehensions, and avowed 
his continuance id bis old opinions ! ,
